ALL SUbSLtiiritONS CASH IN AU^ANLb. 

Although the total product ion of farm crops was 
approximately 12 per ceut. smaller last year than 
in 1912, the average level of prices was higher. The 
total value of all crops in 1913 is put at $4,!)40,:W1 I - 
000, a gain of $182,908,000 over the previous year. 
Hut despite a record year of crop value— alt hough 
the record of production has fallen— and the f*0l 
that the number of farms has LnevtSJed 11 per cent, 
since 1910, until there are now estimated to be 6," 
600,000 farms in the country, the Department of 
Agriculture in a discussion of the ItlbjeCt made 
public, does not take the view that a lower eost 
of living will fol low as a consequen ce. 

The new tarilT duties on woolens went into effect 
on January 1, on which date there were $5,600,000 
worth stored in bonded warehouses in New York. 
On January 2, 7,508 packages, valued at about +2.- 
000,000 were taken out of bond, and $727,000 was 
collected in duties. Under the old tariff these gooda 
were dutiable anywhere from 10 cents a pound to a 
compound rate of 50 cents per pound plus 60 cents 
ad valorem. The new rates run from 8 to 60 pet- 
cent, ad valorem. It is stated that the woolen 
fabrics so far released are of the lighter weights, 
and that the larger part of the heavy-weight goods 
will probably not be withdrawn until later in the 
year.

ON WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

Cardinal MOMU) of Australia, in his official organ, 
the Catholic Press, of Sidney, says: •'What does 
voting mean to a woman.' Does she sacrifice any 
dignity by going to the poll? The woman who votes 
only avails herself of a rightful privilege that de- 
mocracy has gained for her. No longer a mere 
household chattel, she is recognized as man's fel- 
low worker and helpmate, and credited with pub- 
lic spirit and Intelligence. As a mother, she has a 
special interest in the legislation of her country, 
for upon it depends the welfare of her children. 
She knows what is good for them just as much as 
the father, and the unsellishness of maternity 
should make her interest even keener. She should 
deem it one of the grandest privilege! of her sex 
that she can now help to choose the men who will 
make the laws under which her children must live, 
and exert her purer influence upon the political 
atmosphere of her time, How can she sacrifice any 
dignity by putting tin her bonnet and walking 
down to the polling booth I Women think nothing 
of transacting ordinary commercial business, of 
working alongside men, of plaj ing their part in the 
practical business of life. They do not mind going 
to the box office of a theater to purchase tickets 
for the play. There is very little difference be- 
tween doing that and putting their vote in a ballot 
box. The men about the booths show them court- 
esy, the officials are anxious to make things easy 
for them, and the whole business of voting does 
not occupy more than 6 minutes. The woman who 
thinks she is making herself unwomanly by voting 
is a silly creature. 

I hope that women will consent to vote for pub- 
lic officers. For the life of mi- I never could see 
that Blanche of Castile, or Matilda of Canossa. or 
Victoria Guelph were less exemplify as women for 
their being all their lives mixed in polities; ami I 
think that a great onward step in the progress of 
mankind will be made when every adult person 
shall take an active part in the government of our 
country — Rev. Edward McSweeney, Mt. St. Mary's. 
Maryland. 

There is also the question of woman suffrage. 
The experiment will be made, whatever our theo- 
ries and prejudices may he. Women are the most 
religious, the most moral, and the most sober por- 
tion of the American people, and it is not easy to 
understand why their influence in public life is 
dreaded. — Bishop John Lancaster Spalding.

Frankfort, Ky., February 10.— Th" 
following proclamation whs issued by 
the Kentucky Health Board:

railroad construction companies and 
other large employers of unskilled 
labor. Frompt prosecution by counties 
will cause the enforcement of this rule 
and will save the counties of the State 
thousands of dollars. "
